Eisenhower's Denouncement 
of Coddling of High Nazis 
Eases Tense Feeling at Home

every evening and a truck collecfc 
ed the bodies of all who. had died 
during the day as well as,live pris- 
oners who were to be executed for 
political reasons.

the. crematorium. Iha living were 
forced down a 12-foot shaft, stran- 
gled and hung on hooks, by SS men 
and then fed to the ovens.

Total capacity 
was 18 bodies. It took 15 to 20 min- 
utes to dispose of: an ovetuul. 


Lack of fuel in March prior to 
the arrival of the Americans inter- 
rupted the 
cremations, 'Barkley 
said. He said the committee' saw 
a truckload of 60 bodies, with about 
25 additional bodies near it, stand- 
ing- near the crematorium. 
Barkley said the committee was 
informed that rations at the camp 
were between 600 and 700 calories 
a day and consisted of very weak 
soup and a small piece of bread.

Slave labor- 
ers were systematically starved to 
death, meanwhile being forced to 
work long hours, at an underground

Molotov as chief Russian delegate 
to the United Nations conference, 
has referred proposals on both of 
these to the Kremlin.

By remov- 
ing one large stone, one sees a de- 
scending staircase. 


"Five to six meters under 
the 
ruins begins the opening to

huge underground layout with a

corridor,

doors, electricity and 
telephones. 
Obviously civilians lived here ear- 
lier. 


"There is fine furniture in many 


of the side wings. Underwear 
is 
scattered all over the floors of the 
noms.

Documents show it was a spe- 
cial sapper battalion of the Berlin 
garrison. 
"We discover a German family. 
Our captain explains some

through the streets

powerful 
cars, fraternizing with, civilians or 
eating in restaurants catering al- 
most exclusively to German sol- 
diers.

through the streets

powerful 
cars, fraternizing with, civilians or 
eating in restaurants catering al- 
most exclusively to German sol- 
diers. 


But now the honeymoon is over.

W. C. Fry of Washington,

thousand yards away. 
We had been taken to the out 
door latrine by onc guard and as 
we came back into the dark room 
of our jail I stepped quickly to one 
side and waited until the rest had 
passed. 


It was so. dark inside the room 
that in contrast to the faint light 
outside it might have been several 
lours before the Germans discov- 
ered my absence from the pile of 
straw I had been occupying. 
But another guard turned 
up, 
armed with a tommygun, and told. 
»-ie not to show myself in the open 
air again without an escort. I re- 
turned to the jail. 
We had reached this resort town 


high in the Vosges by a ride in a 
luxurious buick sedan —just about 
the only decent automobile I had 
seen on this front—and had been 
turned over to the field gendamerie 
post for temporary custody. 
Nobody here had heard about the 
army headquarters supposedly lo- 
cated at Gcrardmer and I doubt 
that anyone in the German armies 
on this front or father north was 
apt to know a! any given time these 
days just where headquarters was.

Frau Himmler, her 
15-year-old 
daughter, Gudrun, and her 
sister 
were found Sunday in a well-ap- 
pointed mountain chalet about 15 
miles north of -Bolzano in the Ital- 
ian Tyrol by members of the U.S. 
88th Division. 
Pale and sickly looking, Frau 
Himmler told the Associated Press 
yesterday her husband would be 
"better off dead — they're all bet- 
ter dead." She and her daughter 
referred to Himmler in the third 
person, as ihc "Reichsfuehrer," or 
simply as "Himmler." 
The firs! question she asked when 
the Americans entered the chalet 
was: -'Are we going to be killed?" 
when told she would be treated fair- 
' she burst into tears, and sobbed

Prosecutors 
to Pass on

Whether German general staff of- 
ficers are tried and punished as 
war criminals will be determined 
by the four Allied prosecuting at- 
torneys, the White House said to- 
day. 
The question was raised yester- 
day at President Truman's

conference. The

ever, referred it to Supreme Court 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, who 
will represent the United States in 
prosecution of war criminals 
be- 


fore an international tribunal to be 
set up later. 
Jackson, meanwhile, has chosen 
three top legal experts to aid him 
in preparation and presentation of 
this country's case against leading 
axis criminals.
